1  he  fituation  of  Pregnant  Women  in  indigent  cir- 
cumftances  claims  the  attention  of  the  benevolent  in  a  pecu¬ 
liar  manner.  They  are  unable  to  procure  proper  afilftance 
during  child-bearing,  and  cannot  enjoy  that  undifturbed  re- 
pole  after  delivery  which  is  often  ne.ceflary  to  their  recovery. 
Their  offspring,  therefore,  is  frequently  loft,  and  their  own 
health  much  impaired. 

With  the  view  of  obviating  thcfe  evils.  Lying-in  Hofpitals 
have  been  eftabliftied  in  almoft  every  civilized  country,  and 
have  been  found  extenfively  beneficial. 

But  although  the  poor  of  Edinburgh  be  not  in  a  more 
comfortable  fituation  than  in  other  large  cities,  fubfcriptions 
for  the  ere&ion  of  a  Lying-in  Hofpital  here  were  not  begun 
till  December  1791. 

The  propofals  for  an  inftitution  of  this  kind,  drawn  up 
by  the  Profeflbr  of  Midwifery,  having  received  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  &c.  the  Pvight  Ho¬ 
nourable  the  Lord  Provoft,  Magiftrates,  and  Town-Council, 
granted,  on  26th  December  1792,  a  feal  of  caufe,  ere<ftin£ 
the  fubfcribers  into  an  incorporated  body,  under  the  name  of 
“  The  Society  for  relieving  indigent  pregnant 
“  Women,”  intitling  them  to  call  the  houfc  or  buildings  to 
be  appropriated  by  them  for  that  purpofe,  “  he  Edin- 
“  burgh  General  Lying-in  Hospital,”  allowing  them 
all  the  immunities  and  privileges  enjoyed  by  other  bodies-cor- 
porate,  &c. 


The 
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The  Directors  appointed  by  the  Subscribers  to  carry  for¬ 
ward  this  inftitution  purchafed,  in  May  1793,  that  houfe 
and  area  entering  from  Brifto-Street,  commonly  called  Rofs* 
houfe. 

The  principal  object  in  the  ereCVion  of  this  Hofpital  is  to 
eftablifh  a  proper  provifion  during  lying-in  for  the  wives 
of  the  working  poor,  and  to  afford  an  afylum  to  the  wives 
of  foldiers  and  failors,  who,  remote  from  their  relations,  and 
many  of  them  from  their  country,  are  often,  during  preg¬ 
nancy  and  child-bearing,  in  circumftances  truly  deplorable. 
In  order  to  prevent  the  fatal  confequences  of  defpondency, 
or  the  unhappy  effects  of  public  infamy,  the  benefits  of  the 
inftitution  are  extended  to  thofe  unmarried  pregnant  women 
who  arc  in  that  ftate  for  the  firft  time,  and  whofe  chara&ers 
in  other  refpeCts  are  unexceptionable. 

Advice  on  the  difeafes  pe-  uliar  to  women  and  children 
{hall  alfo  be  given  gratis  by  the  Phyficians  of  the  Hofpital  on 
certain  days  of  the  week. 

The  advantages  of  this  inftitution  are  not  confined  to  the 
poor  alone  5  for  a  Lying-in  Hofpital  affords  an  excellent  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  inftru&ion  of  Practitioners  of  Midwifery. 
While,  therefore,  this  eftablifhment  muft  accomplifh  the 
moft  benevolent  views  as  a  public  charity,  it  muft  ferve  alfo 
the  moft  ufeful  purpofes  as  an  extenfive  fchool  for  important 
and  neceffary  inftruClion. 

The  Hofpital  is  founded  and  muft  be  fupported  by  volun* 
tary  fubferiptions  and  donations. 


Of  the  Subfcribers  and  BencfaBcrs. 

THE  Subfcribers  and  Benefa&ors  to  this  Hofpital  fhali 
have  the  foie  management  of  every  thing  relating  to  it,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  choice  of  the  ordinary  Phyfician,  as  hereafter  fpe- 
pified. 

The  immediate  management  of  the  Hofpital  fhali  be  vefted 

in 
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In  a  Prefident,  four  Vice-Prefidents,  eight  Ordinary  Direc¬ 
tors,  and  a  Treafurer,  to  be  chofen  annually  by  the  fufcribers, 
at  a  meeting  held  for  that  purpofe. 

The  following  Gentlemen  in  a  public  ftation  are  to  be  con* 
fidered  as  Extraordinary  Managers,  to  be  requefted,  when 
neceflary,  to  affift  the  Ordinary  Directors  with  their  advice^ 
vte.

The  neareft  Heir  of  thofe  who  bequeath  legacies  to  the 
Hofpital  Shall  be  intitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  Subfcriber. 

Of  the  Prefident s  and  Ordinary  Directors • 

The  Prefident,  Vice*Prefidents,  and  Ordinary  Directors/ 
{hall  be  defired  to  meet  every  three  months  at  leaft,  to  regu¬ 
late  the  affairs  of  the  Hofpital. 

The  Prefidents,  or  one  Vice-Prefident  and  four  Ordinary 
Directors,  or  five,  whether  Prefidents  or  Ordinary  Directors* 
Shall  conftitute  a  Quorum,  poffefilng  the  full  powers  of  the 
whole.  z 

The  Treafurer  and  Ordinary  Phyfician  {hall  attend  each 
meeting  officially  j  the  former  to  lay  before  the  Directors  the 
ftate  of  the  funds,  &c.  and  the  latter  to  report  to  them  that

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of  the  patients,  and  to  fugged  any  regulations  refpefting  their 
management  which  he  may  find  necefTary. 

Subfcribers  may  attend  thefe  meetings,  and  aflift  with  their 
advice,  but  fhall  not  vote  on  any  quedion. 

An  extra  meeting  of  the  Directors  may  be  held  at  any 
time  ;  but  the  regulations  adopted  at  fuch  meetings  fhall  only 
continue  in  force  till  the  next  dated  meeting,  when,  if  they 

be  not  confirmed,  they  mud  be  annulled.

Patients  recommended  by  thePrefident  fhall  be  admitted  in 
preference  to  every  other;  and  the  Vice-Prefidents  and  Ordi¬ 
nary  Dire&ors  fhall  be  intitled  to  recommend,  annually,  one 
preferable  patient  at  lead. 

Of  the  Ordinary  Phyfcian . 

THE  ProfefTor  of  Midwifery  for  the  time  being  fhall  be 
the  Ordinary  Phydcian  to  the  Hofpital.

The  charge  of  the  patients  fhall  be  intruded  folely  to  him, 
with  the  power  of  calling  in  the  aid  of  the  Confulting,  Extra¬ 
ordinary,  or  Adidant  Phydcians,  when  he  fees  fit. 

He  fhall  ex  officio  be  a  member  of  all  committees,  and  be 
fummoned  to  all  meetings. 

All  the  fervants  of  the  Hofpital  fhall  be  under  his  direc¬ 
tion  ;  bur  the  power  of  difmiffing  any  of  them  in  the  event  of 
improper  conduct  fhall  be  veded  in  the  Prefidents  and  Ordi-  . 
nary  Directors. 

The  Ordinary  Phydcian,  under  the  regulations  after  fpe- 
cified,  fhall  alone  have  the  power  of  admitting  patients,  fo 
that  none  affe&ed  with  contagious  difeafes  may  be  received 
into  the  Hofpital. 

He  fhall,  befides  taking  care  of  the  houfe-patients,  attend 
at  the  Hofpital,  at  a  particular  hour,  on  certain  days  of  the 
week,  for  the  purpole  of  giving  advice  in  the  difeafes  of 
women  and  children.  Byt  he  may  rcqued  the  Extraordi¬ 
nary 
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sary  or  Affiftant  Phyfician  to  take  charge  of  this  OeCeflary 
duty. 

The  Ordinary  Phyfician  fhall  be  intitledy  exclufively,  to 
the  priviiege  of  granting  Diplomas  to  the  Pupils  attending 
the  Hofpital* 


Of  the  Conf ultingj  Extraordinary,  and  Affiftant  Phyfician . 

THE  Prefidents  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Phyficians  and 
Surgeons  for  the  time  being  fliail  be  confidered  as  Conftihing 
Phyfician  and  Surgeon,  to  be  requefted  by  the  Ordinary  Phy» 
flciafi  to  attend  on  extraordinary  occasions. 

The  Sublcribers  fhall  eledl  two  Phyficians  pfatftiftng  Mid* 
wifery  to  attend  the  Hofpital,  the  one  as  Extraordinary,  the 
other  as  Affiftant  Phyfician,  during  the  neceffiary  abfence  of 
the  Ordinary  Phyfician.  .. 

The  Extraordinary  and  Affiftant  Phyficians  fhall  continue 
in  thefe  offices  for  life,  unlefs  they  choofe  at  any  time  to  re« 
fign.  They  fhall  never  attend  the  Hofpital  but  when  called 
by  the  Ordinary  Phyfician,  or  during  his  abfence  5  and  fhall 
not  interfere  with  the  management  of  the  patients,  except  on 
thefe  occafions.

THE  Treafurer  fhall  be  chofen  annually  by  the  Sub- 
fcribers, 

He  fhall  have  the  charge  of  all  the  money  belonging  to  the 
Hofpital,  and  fhall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditure. 

The  Treafurer  alone  fliail  grant  receipts  to  the  Subfcribers 
for  their  annual  or  total  fubferiptions,  and  alfo  difeharges 
Truftees  for  any  Legacies  which  may  be  bequeathed  to  the 
Hofpital. 

He  fhall  alfo  regifter  the  minutes  of  the  Directors  at  all 
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their  meetings;  and  he  (hall  be  a  member  of  every  commit¬ 
tee,  although  not  fpecially  named. 

All  the  meetings  of  the  Directors  (hall  be  called  by  the 
Treafurer,  in  name  of  the  Prefident. 

The  Treafurer’s  accounts  fhall  be  annually  examined  and 
paffed  by  the  Prefidents  and  Directors.

AN  experienced  Midwife  (unmarried)  fhall  be  chofen  by 
the  Subfcribers.  She  fhall  receive  an  annual  falary  for  her 
fervices,  and  fhall  always  refide  in  the  Hofpital. 

The  Midwife  fhall  have  the  charge  of  the  internal  affairs  of 
the  Hofpital.  She  fhall  attend  all  the  patients,  and  be  ready 
at  all  times  to  report  their  cafes  to  the  Phyfician. 

She  fhall  be  furnifhed  with  an  inventory,  figned  by  the 
Treafurer  and  Ordinary  Phyfician,  and  confirmed  by  herfelf, 
of  all  the  houfehold- furniture,  linen,  Sec.  belonging  to  the 
Holpital ;  and  fhe  fhall  be  accountable  to  the  Dire&ors  for 
every  article  lpecified  therein. 

She  fhall  provide  all  the  neceffaries  with  refpeft  to  food, 
See.  for  the  patients  and  fervants  of  the  Hofpital.  For  this 
purpofe,  fhe  lhall  receive  a  fum  of  money  weekly  from  the 
Treafurer,  and  fhall,  at  the  end  of  each  week,  produce  to 
him  a  regular  account  of  the  expenditure;  and  her  vouchers 
and  accounts  fhall  at  fuch  times  be  examined  by  him,  and,  if 
regular,  paffed,  atteffed,  and  regillered. 

The  Midwife  fhall  have  the  immediate  fuperintendencc  of 
the  inferior  fervants  of  the  Hofpital,  and  fhall  take  care  that 
they  perform  their  refpe£tive  duties  properly,  and  fhall  re¬ 
port  to  the  Ordinary  Phyfician  every  circumftance  to  the 
contrary. 

She  fhall  be  required  to  keep  a  regular  regifter  of  all  the 
patients,  of  the  date  of  their  admiflion,  difmiffion,  of  their 
delivery,  Sec.

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Of  the  Inferior  Servants  of  the  Hofpital. 

THE  Inferior  Servants  of  the  Hofpital  {hall  confxft  of  a 
cook,  a  number  of  nurfes  proportioned  to  that  of  the  pa¬ 
tients,  and  of  a  porter,  who  fhall  not  refide  in  the  houfe 

They  {hall  be  engaged  for  a  Ihort  fpace  of  time  only,  that 

they  may  be  removed,  when  neceflary,  by  order  of  the  Or- 
dinary  Directors.

NO  Patients  (hall  be  admitted  into  the  Hofpital  without 
the  recommendation  of  a  Subfcriber;  but  fuch  recommen¬ 
dation  lhall  not  be  confidered  as  fubjefting  the  Subfcriber  to 

any  expence  in  the  event  of  the  Patient’s  death,  unlefs  fpe- 
daily  mentioned. 

.  £^ery  earned  Patient  (hall  be  required  to  produce  an  ob- 
ligation  from  her  hufband,  binding  himfelf  to  take  his  wife 
and  child,  or  children,  out  of  the  Hofpital,  when  defired, 
and  to  pay  the  expence  of  his  wife’s  or  child’s  or  childrens 
funeral,  if  {he,  it,  or  they  {hould  unfortunately  die. 

Every  unmarried  Patient  {hall  be  required  to  furnilh  a  fi- 
milar  obligation,  ligned  by  one  refpeftable  houfeholder  of 
the  city  or  county  of  Edinburgh,  and  ft, all  be  obliged  to  pro- 
duce  alfo  an  atteftation  of  her  general  good  charafter,  fion- 
ed  by  the  feflion-clerk  of  the  parifti  to  which  {he  belongs,  °or 
by  the  minifter  or  two  elders  of  fuch  parifli,  or  by  two  re- 
fpeclable  houfeholders  of  the  county  or  city  of  Edinburgh 
or  by  one  regular  clergyman  of  the  faid  county  or  city.

Regulations  refpecling  Patients* 

EVERY  Patient  fhall  bring  with  her,  when  admitted  into 
the  Hofpital,  proper  cloathing  for  herfelf  and  child. 

No  Patient  who  fhall  have  remained  in  the  Hofpital  above 
fix  weeks  from  the  date  of  her  admiflion,  unlefs  by  order 
of  the  Phyfician,  fhall  be  intitled  to  any  fum  of  money  on 

her  difmiffion. 

No  Patient  fhall  be  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  Hofpital  with¬ 
out  permiflion  of  the  Midwife. 

No  perfons  (hall  be  admitted  as  vifitors  to  Patients  except 

on  three  days  of  the  week,  between  the  hours  of  one  and 
two  afternoon. 

No  fuch  vifitor  fhall  enter  any  other  part  of  the  Hofpital 
than  the  Hall  appropriated  to  that  purpofe. 

No  vifitors  can  be  allowed  to  fee  any  of  the  lying-in  Pa¬ 
tients,  without  permiflion  from  the  Midwife,  as  they  fhall 
be  lodged  in  a  feparate  part  of  the  houfe  from  that  allotted 

to  the  undelivered  women. 

The  Patients  who  are  able  are  expe&ed  to  affift  the  Nurfes 

in  attending  the  lying-in  Patients, 

Every  Patient  fhall  yield  an  implicit  obedience  to  the  Mid¬ 
wife  ; 
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wife  *,  but  at  the  fame  time  (hall  have  power,  if  aggrieved 
by  any  perfon  in  the  Hofpital,  to  apply  far  redrefs  to  the 
Ordinary  Phyfician,  or  to  any  of  the  Ordinary  Directors, 

The  diet  of  the  Patients  fhall  be  regulated  by  the  Ordinary 
Phyfician,  and  no  other  articles  of  food,  except  thofe  p re¬ 
fer  i  bed  by  him,  fhall  be  allowed. 

No  perfon  fhall  be  permitted  to  bring  any  fermented  or 
fpirituous  liquors  into  the  Hofpital,  without  an  order  from 
the  Phyfician. 

No  Patient  fhall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Hofpital  without 
her  child  or  children,  if  it  or  they  be  alive. 

The  children  born  in  the  Hofpital  fhall  be  baptized  before 
they  be  taken  away. 

Every  Patient  fhall,  on  her  difmifiion,  if  fhe  {hall  have 
conformed  to  the  above  Regulations,  and  fhall  have  behaved 
properly  in  every  refpeft,  receive  the  fum  of  Five  Shillings 
Sterling,  from  which  no  dedu&ion  fhall  be  made  by  the 
Nurfe  or  Nurfes,  on  any  pretence  whatever. 

If  any  Patient  fhall  unfortunately  die,  notice  thereof  fhall 
be  immediately  fent  to  the  perfon  or  perfons  who  had  figned 
the  obligation  required  on  the  ad  million  of  Patients  ;  and  if 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  do  not  take  charge  of  the  funeral, 
the  Midwife  fhall  caufe  the  body  to  be  buried  in  the  mofl 
decent  economical  manner;  and  the  expence  fhall  be  defray¬ 
ed  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  who  figned  the  obligation. 

Of  the  Pupils  of  the  Hofpital. 

Male  Pupils.

THE  Gentlemen  who  attend  the  lectures  of  the  PfofefTor 
of  Midwifery  are  alone  intitled  to  become  Pupils  of  the  Hof¬ 
pital. 

Each  Gentleman  fhall  pay  the  fum  of  Ten  Shillings  and 

Sixpence 
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Sixpence  Sterling  for  being  permitted  to  attend  the  Hofpital 
for  three  months,  One  Guinea  for  fix  months,  and  fo  in 
proportion. 

Each  Gentleman,  on  paying  any  of  thefe  fums,  fhall  re¬ 
ceive  a  ticket,  containing  the  following  words  :

The  Profefior  of  Midwifery  fhall  ifiue  thefe  tickets,  and 
fhall  be  accountable  to  the  Treafurer  for  the  fums  received 
for  them. 

Female  Pupils . 

THE  Midwives  who  attend  the  Profefior  of  Midwifery  fhall 
be  allowed  to  attend  the  Hofpital  without  any  expence. 

Each  Midwife  fhall  receive  a  ticket  for  that  purpofe,  con¬ 
taining  the  following  words.

Regulations  refpe Fling  Male  Pupils. 

NO  Gentlemen  fhall  be  permitted  to  attend  the  Hofpital 
without  having  the  ticket  allotted  for  Male  Pupils. 

But  any  Gentleman  may  be  allowed  to  vifit  the  Hofpital, 
by  an  order  from  the  Phyfician,  according  to  the  Regulations 
refpe&ing  vifitors. 

No  Male  Pupil  fhall  attempt  to  enter,  under  the  penalty 
of  forfeiting  his  ticket,  any  part  of  the  Hofpital,  except  the 
wards  allotted  for  married  patients,  and  the  rooms  appro¬ 
priated  to  Male  Pupils. 


No 
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&o  Male  Pupil  (with  the  exception  afterwards  fpecified) 
ihall  have  accefs  to  the  Hofpital,  unlefs  fummoned  by  the 
porter,  except  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one  fore^ 
noon  and  feven  and  eight  in  the  evening,  at  which  hours 
the  Midwife  fhall  attend  in  the  wards. 

Gentlemen  fhall  be  called  to  deliveries  in  the  order  in 
which  their  names  are  regifteredin  the  Ciafs-book  of  the 
ProfefTor  of  Midwifery, 

They  fhall  be  divided  into  clafles  of  twelve,  to  be  called 
to  deliveries  in  fucceflion,  and  no  more  than  that  number 
fhall  ever,  except  when  fummoned  particularly  by  the  Phy- 
fician,  be  prefent  at  a  delivery. 

No  Gentleman  fhall  be  permitted  to  deliver  any  of  the  Pa» 
tients,  unlefs  he  have  attended  the  Hofpital  for  the  fpace  of 
three  months,  or  have  formerly  attended  the  Lying-in  Ward 
of  the  Royal  Infirmary  for  the  fame  period. 

Gentlemen  intitled  to  deliver  fhall  deliver  in  the  order  in 
which  their  names  are  regiftered  in  the  Clafs-book  of  the 
ProfefTor  of  Midwifery.  That  this  may  be  afcertained,  a  lift 
of  fuch  Gentlemen,  figned  by  the  ProfefTor,  fhall  be  lodged 
with  the  Midwife. 

The  Midwife  fhall  be  prefent  at  every  delivery,  and  the 
Phyfician  fhall  alio  attend  when  neceflary. 

The  Phyficians  of  the  Hofpital  fhall  be  required  to  draw 
up  a  few  general  precepts  for  the  management  of  deliveries, 
in  the  Latin  Language.  Thefe  fhall  be  painted  on  a  board 
hung  up  in  the  delivery  room,  that  thofe  Gentlemen  who 
do  not  take  an  aiftive  part  in  the  delivery  may  underftand 
the  principles  on  which  the  others  proceed. 

The  Gentleman  who  has  charge  of  the  delivery  fhall  be 
furnifhed  by  the  Midwife  with  a  regifter,  the  form  of  which 
fhall  be  fettled  by  the  Phyficians,  on  which  he  fhall  mark 
the  commencement  of  labour,  the  progrefs,  and  termination, 
the  number,  fex,  and  weight  of  the  children,  and  alfo  fhall 
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carefully  note  any  particular  circumftance  which,  may  attend 
the  delivery. 

The  after-treatment  of  the  Patient,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Phyfician,  {hall  be  intruded  to  the  Gentleman  who  had 
charge  of  the  delivery  j  and  he  {hall  be  required  to  mark  re¬ 
gularly,  on  the  regifter  in  which  he  entered  the  delivery, 
the  diurnal  date  of  the  patient,  till  £he  {hall  be  difmifted 
from  the'  Hofpital. 

The  regifters,  when  filled  up,  fhall  l$e  configned  to  the 
care  of  the  Phyfician. 

Every  Gentleman  who  {hall  not  carefully  obferve  the  Re¬ 
gulations  refpe&ing  the  regifters,  {hall  forfeit,  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  Hofpital,  the  fum  of  One  Guinea  for  the  firft  of¬ 
fence,  and  if  afterwards  again  guilty  of  the  fame  negleft, 
fhall  be  expelled  for  ever  from  the  Hofpital,  and  fhall  not 
be  intitled  to  a  diploma. 

Every  Gentleman  who  has  had  charge  of  a  delivery  fliall 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  Hofpital  at  any  time  from  feven  in 
the  morning  to  eleven  at  night,  till  the  patient  be  difmifled. 

If  his  attendance  be  necetfary  at  any  other  time,  he  fhall 
be  called  by  the  Phyfician. 

Thofe  pupils  whom  the  Profefibr  of  Midwifery  receives 
under  the  tide  of  Annual  Pupils,  fhall  pay  to  the  Hofpital 
the  fum  of  Two  Guineas. 

The  annual  pupils  alone  fliall  attend  the  Hofpital  during 
the  hours  appropriated  for  giving  advice  in  the  difeafes  inci¬ 
dent  to  women  and  children. 

Two  annual  pupils,  in  rotation,  fhall  attend  the  Fhyficiaa 
at  fuch  hours. 

They  fhall  be  required  to  regifter  die  cafe  of  each  patient, 
and  the  prefeription  of  the  Phyfician.  Thefe  regifters  fliall 
be  lodged  with  the  Midwife,  and  fhall  be  open  for  the  in- 
fpe&ion  of  every  Male  Pupil  of  the  Hofpital. 

It  is  expected,  that  no  Gentleman  will  injure,  deftrov,  or 
take  away  any  of  the  regifters  ;  and  if  any  pupil  {hall  be 
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guilty  of  fuch  offences,  he  fhall  be  expelled  from  the  Hofpi- 
tal,  and  his  expulfion  publicly  notified  in  the  room  appro* 
piiated  for  Male  Pupils. 

It  is  hoped,  that  the  Pupils  will  make  no  noife  in  enter¬ 
ing  or  going  out  of  the  Hofpital  at  any  time,  or  during  their 
attendance  there,  that  the  recovery  of  the  patients  may  not 
be  interrupted. 

Regulations  ref  petting  Female  Pupils . 

NO  Midwife  (hall  attend  the  Hofpital  without  having  the 
ticket  allotted  for  Female  Pupils. 

No  Female  Pupil  fhall  enter  the  Hofpital  at  any  hour, 
(with  the  exception  afterwards  fpecified),  except  between 
the  hours  of  eleven  and  twelve  forenoon  and  fix  and  feven 
in  the  evening,  unlefs  fummoned  by  the  porter. 

At  thefe  hours,  the  Female  Pupils  fhall  have  accefs  to  e- 
very  part  of  the  Hofpital  sappropriated  for  patients,  except 
thofe  fet  apart  for  the  reception  of  boarders. 

They  fhall  deliver  no  patients  but  unmarried  ones. 

But  they  fhall  be  allowed  to  affift  in  dreffing  all  the  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  Hofpital,  and  alfo  in  dreffing,  &c.  the  lying-in 
patients. 

The  Midwife  of  the  Hofpital  fhall  fuperintend  them  On 
thofe  occafions. 

The  Female  Pupils  fhall  be  called  to  deliveries  in  the  or¬ 
der  in  which  their  names  are  entered  in  the  Clafs-book  of 

the  Profeffor  of  Midwifery. 

But  four  only  fhall  be  prefent  at  each  delivery. 

The  Pupil  who  delivers  fhall  be  provided  with  a  regider 
fimilar  to  that  given  to  the  Male  Pupils,  on  which  fhe  fhall 
take  care  to  mark,  or  caufe  to  be  marked,  all  the  circum- 
fiances  of  the  delivery ;  fhe  fhall  then  give  the  regifler  to  the 
Phyfician,  that  he  may  add  the  hiflory  of  the  after-treat¬ 
ment. 
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The  Female  Pupil  who  (hall  have  had  charge  of  the  deli¬ 
very  (hall  have  accefs  to  the  Hofpital  at  ail  times  from  feven 
in  the  morning  till  eleven  at  night,  while  the  patient  remains 
in  the  houfe. 

No  Female  Pupil  (hall  be  allowed  to  prefcribe  any  medicine 
or  remedy,  either  for  internal  or  external  ufe,  for  any  of  the 
women  or  children,  as  that  duty  belongs  exclufively  to  the 
Phyfician. 

The  Female  Pupils  are  expelled  to  avoid  every  opportuni¬ 
ty  of  being  at  any  time  in  the  fame  parts  of  the  Hofpital  with 
the  Male  Pupils,  and  they  are  required  to  take  particular 
care  not  to  difturb  the  patients  in  any  manner  whatever. 


*  .. .  Of  Vifitors . 

THE  Hofpital  (hall  be  open  for  Vifitors  every  Wednefday 
between  the  hours  of  one  and  two  afternoon  ;  and  Vifitors 
who  cannot  attend  on  fuch  occafions  may  be  admitted  at  any 
time,  by  an  order  from  the  Phyfician* 

Ladies  vifiting  the  Hofpital  may  have  accefs  to  every  part 
of  it,  except  that  appropriated  to  Boarders,  or  any  ward  in 
which  one  or  more  of  the  patients  in  a  precarious  fituation 
may  be  laid.  But  any  patient  who  does  not  wi(h  to  be  feen 
by  Vifitors  (hall  be  allowed  to  conceal  herfelf  till  they  leave 
the  Hofpital.  Gentlemen  Vifitors  can  only  ]}e  admitted  into 
the  wards  of  the  undelivered  married  women,  unlefs  they 
have  a  fpecial  order  from  the  Phyfician, 

The  Midwife  of  the  Hofpital  (hall  always  attend  Vifitors. 
It  is  expe&ed,  that  no  Vifitors  will  offer  any  fum  of  mo¬ 
ney  to  any  of  the  patients  or  fervants  of  the  Hofpital  *,  and 
if  any  patients  or  fervants  (hall  accept  of  fuch  fum,  they 
fhall  be  immediately  difmiffed  from  the  Hofpital,  and  never 
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again  admitted.
